After the last section, add the following and renumber sections and 1 
internal references accordingly: 2 

"Sec. 501. Section 30-35 of the general statutes, as amended by 3 
section 146 of public act 03-6 of the June 30 special session, is repealed 4 
and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective October 1, 5 
2004): 6 

A temporary beer permit shall allow the sale of beer and a 7 
temporary liquor permit shall allow the sale of alcoholic liquor at any 8 
outing, picnic or social gathering conducted by a bona fide 9 
noncommercial organization, which organization shall be the backer of 10 
the permittee under such permit. The profits from the sale of such beer 11 
or alcoholic liquor shall be retained by the organization conducting 12 
such outing, picnic or social gathering and no portion thereof shall be 13 
paid, directly or indirectly, to any individual or other corporation. 14 
Such permit shall be issued subject to the approval of the Department 15 
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of Agriculture and Consumer Protection and shall be effective only for 16 
the time limited by the department. The combined total of temporary 17 
beer permits and temporary liquor permits issued to an organization 18 
shall not exceed [four] six during any one calendar year. The fee for a 19 
temporary beer permit shall be fifteen dollars per day and for a 20 
temporary liquor permit shall be twenty-five dollars per day." 21
